The Captain and the ship's doctor were 
specially good to us and in fact all of 
the officers did everything possible to 
make us comfortable. Sixteen mon and 
two Chinese women were taken on beard 
off the rafts besides riyself. One of the 
women hada Httle boy but shortly after 
they were got on board he died.” 

Mr Douse added that he feared that the’ 
rest of the crew and passongers were lost, 
in all, he thought five Europeans and about 
80 Chinese. Tho officors names were :—

wore perplexed. Whenever those oundi- 
tions recurred the Apostle’s advice vas 
applicable. Ooncerning = tiew kind of 
teaching, we purpose, by God'a help, te try 
the apicits whether thay be of God.

Tivan in Scientist oimalos hor thied marriage 
yore offence, baing regardot aw a trifle too 
worldly and aonsuous. The weeld in gereral 
notad the apparent cmotrast between hor 
tuaching and practice. In 1864 an ~rcident 
hofel her and through thia her war eyetam 
scams to have smerged, 

A time ago the Eriends of the Inta Dr 
Quimby atrongly controverted Mra Fady's 
claim to ariginality. Dr Quimby was 4 man 
of original mind and exalted character. 
There is no douht that ha practised a system 
of healing along Christian lines long before 
Mrs Fatdy's ose of a similer motbod. Mra 
Eddy haw acknowlalged that abe learnt 
sbout healing of this sort from Dy Quiohy 
himealf and was at least partially cured by 
him of a malndy from which whe had been 
avffering long. How the honours abould be 
divided ia not our concern. It is plain that 
the idea found fertile soil in Mre Fddy's 
mind snd grew luxurioualy. 

Like many othora who havo ated new 
ventures, from John'a time to this, Mra 
Eddy distinctly affirms that her system haa 
the direct authority of God, Indeed she 
claims with twohands. On the one hand 
she has made a discovery and on tho othor 
she haa recaived a rovolation. She wrote 
‘In the year 1866 I discovered the Sciance 
of Metaphyaicol Healing, and, oamed 
it Christian Science” (Science and Health, 
59th ed. p3), Ignoring De Quimby and 
othors, she affirmed that “the Biblo was 
her only toxt-book " (8. and H. p 14); but 
these were ‘‘tho first stepa of a child in 
the newly-discovered world of spirit.” (S. 
and H, Prof. p}X)., All this wad part of 
the preparation only. ‘*God had been 
graciourly fitting me, during many years, 
for the reception of 5 final revelation of the 
absolute Principle of scientific being and uf 
healifig" (S. and H.p 1). What o aonss- 
tion it most be to receive a revelation and 
that a final one. Whata whirl there muat 
be in one’s personality when by an over- 
bead light it is ascertained thet ‘‘ things 
are not what they seem"! What a moment 
when it is borne in upon tho soul that 
“Sickness ia part of the error which Truth 
easts out! Think of the time when it ia 
foand that droge and hygiene do not beal, 
but only relieve suffering temporarily, ox- 
changing one disoase for another”! (8, and 
H. 34lst ed. pp, 482-4). To realize that 
the universe is only a koeming, this *‘ solid” 
earth non-exiatent, sin a misapprehension, 
evil impossible and death needless is to 
bring within tho aphero of tho practicable 
the ond of all that troublos, vazes, hindors 
and saddena. There is no tribulation and 
no world for it to work in. With such 
affirmations, pushe! with sufficiont boldness 
any scheme would epread like wild fire. It 
almost promises 6 Millennium by retart. of 
Post. 

Theas startling assertions are no mero 
vague generalities. Though the language 
is ofton loose and irritating, because in- 
consequent, the statements aro far-reaching 
and particular, Mrs Eddy affirms that‘her 
system ia thoroughly scientific, This must 
not be anderatood in the usual sence aa 
dealing with secondary causes, for it deals 
with ultimate Reality, Being and First 
Cause. It is in this region where ordivary 
scientific proofs do not obtsin, that Mre 
Eddy dieplays ‘tho knowledge which eha 
calls scientific and makes hor most astound- 
ing assértions, This incongruity in terma 
is recognised and the use is defended, 
‘Speers at the application of the word 
Science to Christianity, cannot prevent that 
from baing scicntific, which is based on 

vine Principle, demonstrated according to 
a given rale, and subjected to proof.” (8, 
& H. Shlst od. p, 341). This is cloar and 
reasonable, Hore Scienco means know- 
ledge based upon deductions from a given 
law, It therefore we keep this wolt in 
mind and read for ** Scienco” “ Principle,” 
and for "‘Scicntific” ‘that ‘atatement 
which is a deduction from a definite 
law,” recurring expressions will seem 
a little ‘léas irritatingly mfsused. In, 


four next lecture, we ehall try to 


discover what this basal Principle is 
Then wo shall be in w better position to: 
judge if the vsrious statements are logicn? 
deductions from it and whether her proper 
teste are satisfao'ory. This system is being 
thrust very prominently into notive and is 
thorefore a challenge tu thought (whether 
Ohristian, anti-Christian, or pon-Chriatian. 
Itis exactly by cheice that one takes up 
this analyaie for, in ganersl, controversy 
isobnoxious to me ; and Ip particuler, am 
tot eager to criticise the work of fallow 
hristians. 

Bivee we are chaltonged wo take up the 
task : bur it is our denice to study this system 
with aa much sppreciation aa pumble. 
Tt purports to be fer Cheiatisr life o 
dynamic, whose Furoe had Juin almo ¢ 
uoueed during most of the Chriatisn ora, 
This purpose at once claims our reapect 
and utmost sympsthy. Whatever there 
may be to agree with or differ from, to
